20.— General 
Persh.ng told men of the First Army

American history , and must remain 
a source of proud satisfaction to the 
troops who participated in the w ar’s 
last campaig n. 
A copy of the g en ­ 
eral order issued by General Per­ 
shing has just been receiv ed here. 
The order outlines the last cam­ 
paign from Sept. 26 to the sig ning of 
the armistice, and was printed in the 
Stars and Stripes, official newspaper 
of 
the 
American 
Ex peditionary 
Forces. 
It follows: 
“ It is with a sense of g ratitude 
for 
its 
splendid 
accomplishment, 
which will liv e throug h all history , 
that I record in General Orders a 
tribute to the v ictory of the 
First 
Army in the Meuse-Arg onne battle. 
For Six Weeks. 
“ Tested and streng thened hv the 
reduction of the St. Mihiel 
salient, 
for more than six weeks y ou batter­ 
ed ag ainst the piv ot of the enemy 
line on the Western front. 
It was 
a

streng th, stretching on both sides of 
tin* Meuse riv er from the bitterly 
contested hills of Verdun to the al- 
fnost inpenetratable forests of the 
Arg onne; a position, moreov er, forti­ 
fied by four y ears of labor desig ned 
to render it impreg nable; a position 
held with the fullest resources of the 
enemy . 
The position y ou broke ut­ 
terly . and hastened the collapse of 
the en em y ’s power.
